INDIAN TRIBAL COMMITTEE ASKS 
FEDERAL AID IN REHABILITATION 
OF FIRE-DAMAGED PALM CANYON 


Efforts of mem bers of the local Indian tribe to obtain Federal aid 
in repairing dam age w rought by the recent fire in historic Palm 
C anyon was given the w hole-hearted endorsem ent of cily fathers at 
W edensday night's regular council meeting. 


A com m ittee from the tribe a p -^ 
peared before the board asking 
cooperation of city officials in the 
highly 
im portant 
rehabilitation 
work. The board had, as well, a 
copy of a com m unication to the 
Honorable John Collier, Comm is­ 
sioner of Indian A ffairs at W ash­ 
ington, D. C. 
Action of the council w as to 
pass a resolution approving sent­ 
im ent of the letter and other co­ 
operation after the Indian Affairs 
C om m ittee so recommended. 
Signed by the tribal com m ittee 
consisting of Willie Marcus, chair­ 
m an; Lena Welmas, Lee Arenas, 
Francisco 
Patencio 
and 
A lbert 
Patencio, the com m unication 
to 
C ollier was as follows. 
Request Funds 
“We, the undersigned m em bers 
of th e official tribal com m ittee of 
the Agua Caliente (Palm Springs) 
group of Mission Indians, most 
respectfully urge your assistance 
and help in obtaining funds (oth­ 
er th an tribal) to be used in pay­ 
ing for the labor and m aterial to 
Indians for cleaning up th e area 
in Palm Canyon recently visited 
by fire, in which several hundred 
of the beautiful 
and 
valuable 
palm s in Palm Canyon (near the 
trading post) w ere destroyed or 
injured. 


“We believe the. 
governm ent 
should furnish the funds to re ­ 
habilitate and repair the damage 
done. We would recommend that 
Indians only be employed in this 
work, 
and 
th at 
the 
program 
should be started im mediately in 
order that this w ork might be 
com pleted 
during 
the 
coming 
warm season w hen there is little 
or no traffic into the canyon. If 
the canyon is properly cleaned 
of burned trees, etc., and the ru b ­ 
bish removed, and other neces­ 
sary replanting, etc., be done at 
all, it should be done a t once. 
"We are urging this m atter to 
be considered as an emergency 
and, 
therefore 
receive 
special 
consideration. We are sending a 
copy of this appeal to the mayor 
of the City of Palm Springs, u rg ­ 
ing the cooperation of the offi­ 
cials of the city; and also a copy 
is being sent to Supervisor John 
W. Dady for his attention. 
“The tribe desires th at this be 
done and urges th at the recom­ 
m endations of the Indian m em ­ 
bers here be given consideration, 
as w e have a plan w hich we d e­ 
sire to be followed in this work.

Dog Ordinance 
Is Discussed At 
Council Meeting 


Palm Springs' proposed 
d o g 
licensing ordinance cam e up for 
considerable discussion at Wed­ 
nesday night's m eeting of the city 
council. 
Only official action of the coun­ 
cil was to refer the m atter to the 
finance com m ittee for it to as­ 
certain w hether the ctiy will be 
able to pay expense of m aintain­ 
ing a city pound and employing a 
humane officer. 
Principal 
speaker 
was 
Mrs. 
Ernest W. Fleming, who said in 
part: 
“We do not oppose the dog or­ 
dinance bu t we do protest calling 
the ordinance the 'Palm Springs 
Humane O rdinance.’ And we pro­ 
test the so-called ‘creating of a 
humane officer.’ ” 
Says Terms Confused 
She asserted the average lay­ 
man associates the term , 
"hu­ 
m ane officer" with an officer of 
the H um ane Society, and 
de­ 
clared such an officer is within 
the scope of activity of practically 
no California municipality. 
Mrs. 
Fleming declared th at while crea­ 
tion of such an office might be 
w ithin the powers of the city, yet 
it would be a distinct innovation 
insofar as m unicipalities are con­ 
cerned. 
W hat is really m ent in the pro­ 
posed local ordinance is a pound- 
master, said Mrs, Fleming. 
In the course of her conversa­ 
tion she repeatedly used the word 
"we." When Mayor Boyd asked 
her what she m eant by 
"we," 
Mrs. Flem ing said, "We, who pro­ 
pose form ation of a hum ane so­ 
ciety in Palm Springs." 
She asserted, "We would like 
to go on record as protesting the 
introduction of such a dog ordi­ 
nance at this late date when we 
know such an ordinance had been 
drafted since the latter part 
of 
January." 
A nother point emphasized by 
Mrs. Flem ing was th at a city hu­ 
m ane officer's powers would not 
extent beyond the city l i m i t s 
w hile a bona fide officer of the 
Humane Society can perform his 
offices anyw here in the state of 
California.

The first speaker on the pro­ 
gram w as Charles P. Bayer, m an­ 
ager of the public relations de­

Let’s tell the truth about California! Let’s face 
the facts, says Leone Baxter, famous writer. 
Every other State in the nation is pulling out 
o f the depression doldrums faster than California. 
That includes, by the way, Oklahoma and Ai kans­ 
as, from whence hai-1 such a disproportionate shaie 
of newcomers here. 
Puncturing California’s pride, Business Week 
has released State figures on gains and losses for 
the past year, which every Californian who loves 
his State should study thoughtfully. 
In automobile sales, only six States made as 
slight improvement last year as California. 
They 
are Minnesota, North Dakota, Arizona, Iowa, Ne­ 
braska— and Oklahoma. In gasoline consumption, 
the low gallonage of Kansas, Nebraska, the Da- 
kotas, Louisiana, Tennessee—and Oklahoma 
brought the national average down to a 6% gain. 
Little Nevada showed a 14'< improvement; Cali­ 
fornia a meager 5'r. 
Of the 48 States, California placed 39th in 
household refrigeration. 
Again, Oklahoma gained 
56 percent, Arkansas 72 percent, Nebraska 57 
percent, California 41 percent. 
Washington and 
Oregon both outstripped us, increasing their sales 
71 percent and 59 percent respectively. California 
placed 39th, too in life insurance statistics, falling 
far below the national average. 
Significantly, in value of checks drawn, the 
whole nation, State by State, showed increases 
with the exception of California, Wyoming 
and 
Oklahoma. 
In but one category did California outdo any 
appreciable number of States. Pickup in farm in­ 
come placed her ahead of 20 others 
behind 27. 
Since the Florida-California comparison is al­ 
ways awaited with starry-eyed confidence by both 
States, here it is: The Florida business comeback 
outclassed California in every department. Florida 
car sales improved 63 percent to our 27 percent, 
gasoline consumption 
t percent to our 5 percent, 
refrigerator sales 49 percent to our 41 percent; 
life insurance 4 percent to our 4 percent; value of 
checks drawn 10 percent to our 1 percent; heavy 
construction 138 percent to our 11 percent. 
Briefly, bitterly, California in but one instance, 
farm income, came up to the national average. 
It is hoped that sorry story will shock every 
citizen into honest analysis of the facts which any­ 
one with half an eye can see. 
California is strug­ 
gling under a relief and pension load, half of which 
belongs to other States now scrambling ahead 
economically; under a governmental bureaucracy 
unparalleled in cost; under a throttling burden of 
“ gimme” groups whose sole philosophy is to get 
theirs while the getting is good. 
Now that the facts are out for all to see, will 
California be content to trail forty-seven States? 
Or will she dust off her pride and set a new course 
for sanity and fair play? 


WILLIE HOPPE’S EDITORIAL 


The other day in Chicago two men stepped to 
a billiard table for the most dramatic contest in 
th e annals of the green baize. 
One was “Young 
Jake Schaefer: the other, graying Willie Hoppe, 
w ho, a third of a century ago, had beaten “Young 
Jake’s ” daddy in championship play! 
The strain was upon Hoppe. 
If he could beat 
Young Jake, he would accomplish the greatest feat 
in billiard history— a 20-game tournament of 
three-cushion billiards without defeat. 
No sport is more exacting than billiards. 
Iron 
nerve control, touch as delicate as a great pianists’, 
perfect coordination of eye and muscle— all must 
b e exercised with the precision of a fine watch. 
Hoppe fought the strain, the skill of a formid­ 
able opponent—and he beat Young Jake in that 
la st and twentieth game. So he swept the tourna­ 
m ent, defeating ten opponents, five of whom had 
held world championships, two games each, with­ 
o u t losing a game. 
. 
No man had ever accomplished that before. 
Hoppe couldn’t do it as the Boy Wonder of 18 the 
old-tim ers still talk about. 
Nor could he do it as 
th e mature player in his 20’s and 30’s and 40’s. He 
achieved it at the age of 52! 
And he did more than astonish the billiard 
world with the incredible— he wrote, not with 
"ords but with a slim cue and three ivory balls, 
telling editorial of encouragement for tens of 
usands who may feel that, simply because 
slipped over the half-century age line, the 
hievem ent is past and the hope of am­ 
en t gone forever.

District Attorney 
Talks On Crime 


D istrict A ttorney Earl Redw ine 
of Riverside w as the speaker at 
th e meeting the Riverside County 
Association of Justices of the 
Peace and Constables held T hurs­ 
day evening at Banning, 
Mr. Redwine took as his sub­ 
ject "Crime.” 
H e told of the 
difference in sentences handed 
dow n by different judges and cit­ 
ed tw o cases in th e Banning court. 
This was in no w ay a criticism 
of Judge J. Fredericks for the 
verdict in one case was delivered 
in the Superior C ourt after Judge 
Fredericks had bound the defend­ 
an t over to the Superior Court. 
O ne defendant w as charged w ith 
DWI and was given a sentence 
of $200 or 100 days. He paid the 
fine. The other m an was charged 
w ith the more serious crim e of 
negligent homicide. 
In th e su­ 
perior court, he asked for proba­ 
tion which was granted and he 
w ent free. 
Mr. Redwine deplored the fact 
th a t most of the crim inals in the 


penitentaries today are m en be­ 
tw een the ages of 18 and 20. Of 
the 5000 in one prison, 60 per­ 
cent are 20 years or younger. 
T he new lethal cham ber re­ 
cently installed in San Q uentin 
was described in detail by the 
d istrict attorney. 
It is equipped 
w ith a vacuum to suck out the 
air, a cyanide capsule is dropped 
from above. 
When it reaches the 
acid under th e seat to w hich the 
condemned m an is strapped, the 
acid 
liberates 
the 
hydrocyanic 
acid causing death.

sons, who have been sentenced 
to death but have had their cases 
continued for one reason or an­ 
other, will have to be hanged be­

Referred to the planning com­ 
mission w ere reports of the land­ 
scape com m ittee on 
beautifica­

p art of this w ork can be carried 
on during the sum mer months. 
The tentative plans of the land­ 
scape com m ittee is for a seven- 
foot strip to be paved at least five 
feet wide along the south prop­

It was first 
proposed to plant flam ing euca­ 
lyptus along Tamarisk but when 
it

O’Donnell that his planting 
of 
such trees has not been too suc­ 
cessful. the oleanders and palms 
w ere substituted, seemingly 
to 
everyone’s satisfaction. 
The council voted also to con­ 
tinue employment of Henry Lotz 
as street cleaner throughout May. 
It was disclosed by city offi­ 
cials that the street departm ent 
has 
removed 
the 
dead 
palms 
around town this week. These 
alm ost entirely w ere along Palm 
Canyon Drive. Their rem oval was 
a p art of the general beautifica­ 
tion and clean-up campaign.

ROUTE OF 
JUAN BAUTISTA DE ANZA 
THROUGH RIVERStOe COUNTY 


The trek of Captain Ju an B au­ 
tista de A nza’s two expeditions 
in 1774 and 1775 from Mexico 
to the Pacific, through the heart 
of modern Riverside county, are 
looked upon as outstanding in the 
annals of California history be­ 
cause of th e courage and genius 
display by De Anza in his leader­ 
ship. 
The journeys of De Anza are 
to be com m em orated on May 18 
in Riverside when a giant statue 
is dedicated as a clim atic feature 
of the De Anza Days, w eek-long 
celebration from May 11 to 18. 
Upon the shoulders of De Anza 
was placed the task of exploring 
and developing a route betw een 
Tubac, Sonore, (now w ithin the 
confines of modern Arizona) and 
Monterey, California, and it w as 
on January 8, 1774 th at he sat 
out for the Pacific. 
His path was as circuitous as 


it w as difficult. It traveled south­ 
w est into deeper Mexico and then 
proceeded northw esterly tow ard 
the G ila R iver and its junction 
w ith th e Colorado. 
The journey 
across the shifting sands of the 
desert was one of to rtu re to the 
men and their pack anim als, but 
finally 
the 
party 
crossed 
the 
wastes and entered w hat is now 
Riverside county. 
Coyote canyon 
and 
B autista 
canyon, as they are now known, 
offered access to the valley of 
Hem et and San Jacinto, w hich 
De Anza called “the valley of 
paradise.” 
The route, as deter­ 
m ined 
by 
his diary, 
followed 
along the San Jacinto river until 
the lake (now dry) near m odern 
lakeview was seen. 
The route 
then 
entered the Perris valley 
and then north to the general 
vicinity of Riverside, across the 


Santa A na river and to San G a­ 
briel Mission. 
A gain in 1775 De Anza led a 
colonization expedition, including 
several 
women 
in 
the 
party. 
W hen the difficult journey ended, 
only one life had been lost—a 
w om an in childbirth—while eight 
children w ere born enroute. 
The 
route followed generally the path 
of the previous expedition. 
The De Anza Days celebration 
honoring 
the 
mem ory 
of 
the 
great explorer contains num er­ 
ous festive features. 
Beginning on May 11 w ill be 
R iverside’s annual 
pet parade, 
w ith the child participants all a t­ 
tired in Old California and S pan­ 
ish costume. 
T hat evening S her­ 
m an Institute will be the scene 
of a colorful “Paccainhi” pageant 
of California Indian history. 
On m ay 13 w ill be held a

Three im portant highway proj-< 
ects for the Palm Springs area 
w ere included in the prospectus 
of road im provem ents for R iver­ 
side county approved by m em ­

The entire program was finally 
decided upon after a lengthy se­ 
ries of m eetings w herein tentative 
needs w ere outlined.

State Cham ber at its big meeting 
May 13 in Los Angeles. 
Riverside county is seeking a 
total of $2.950.000 in 
highway 
work 
for 
the 
next 
biennium, 
starting January 1, 1941. Shan­ 
non stated that with the county 
program having been endorsed by 
so m any bodies it is deemed prob­ 
able it will be adopted in its en­ 
tirety by the legislature n e x t 
January. 
Local Projects 
The Palm Springs projects in­ 
cluded are: $150,000 for im prove­ 
m ent of the Palm Springs road 
from Snow Creek bridge to the 
city limits; $50,000 to elim inate 
turns im m ediately east of C a­ 
thedral City and sharp turns in 
the vicinity of the W onder Date 
ranch on the Indio road; $500,000 
for w idening into four lanes the

F there was such a thing as a national llsh (maybe there 
is!), it would undoubtedly be the salmon. For salmon is 
a tish we all like and all eat in some form or other. 
The salmon is victim of its own systematic habits. As a tiny

CROCKER SEES 


BIG FUTURE FOR 


PALM SPRINGS 
(The address given Wednes­ 
day night by Francis Crocker' 
at the annual election meeting 
of the Palm Springs Chamber 
of Commerce was so fine that 
The Desert Sun is reprinting 
the entire speech here in full.) 
"One thing that has not re­ 
ceived a great deal of attention 
this evening is the fine audience 
that we have here. I have at­ 
tended some eight annual meet­ 
ings of the Palm Springs Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, and the mem­ 
bers and the people attending the 
meetings has run from 12 to 20. 
It looks like we have more than 
a hundred people here tonight. I 
think that is a tribute to Barney 
Hinkle, to his year's work in the 
Chamber of Commerce, and to 
Pete, Mr. Peterson, our executive 
secretary. They have done a 
splendid job, and I know we all 
appreciate it. Let us give them 
a big hand. 
“I have been asked to talk 
about the future of Palm Springs. 
In order to do so I feel that it 
might be well to look at the past. 
In 1932, some eight years ago. we 
had a small town of 3000 people. 
We had no city, no sewer, one 
school with about 181 peak en­ 
rollment; we had no fire station; 
we had no police station; we had 
no pavement off the main street. 
“Now let’s consider the town 
today. We have upwards of 12,­ 
000 people; we have two schools 
with a peak enrollment of 477 
students; we have a high school; 
we have a sewer; we have a fire 
station; we have a police station; 
we have a very progressive com­ 
munity. We have over 55 private 
swimming pools in this town. In 
1932 we had one, believe it or not. 
"This means progress. This 
means a tremendous gain, not 
only in transient accommodations 
but in beautiful and magnificent 
homes; something that means sta­ 
bility to this community. As I 
see it, the one thing that has 
made this possible is cooperation. 
Our cooperation here in the past 
and in the future, is tied up in 
the Chamber of Commerce. It 
has given us what we have had 
and it will give us what we will 
have tomorrow. 
"A marvelous example of the 
cooperative spirit in this town is 
what Thomas A. O’Donnell has 
just accomplished in raising in a 
little more than two weeks some 
$25,000 to provide a library for 
you and I to use. 
"Last winter we had no Wo­ 
man’s Club. Mrs. W arren Pinney, 
a very enterprising and energetic 
woman, went out and through 
her efforts with the help of the 
w o m e n of this town, and of 
course the “old man” to sign the 
check, built the Woman’s Club, 
one of the finest in any small 
town. What made that possible? 
Cooperation! What is going to 


O.M.T.C. Receives 


Many Applications 


With the present markedly in­ 
creased interest in military af­ 
fairs and national defense, appli­ 
cations for enrollment in t h i s 
year's Citizens' Military Training 
Camps are literally flooding the 
offices charged with reception of 
applications, it was announced at 
the Presidio of Monterey, site of 
the largest C.M.T. camp west of 
the Mississippi river.

Priority will be given 
those qualified applicants w h o 
send in their application blanks 
immediately. 
A gratifying feature of t h i s 
year's enrollment, according to 
army officers at the Presidio of 
Monterey, has been the great in­ 
terest in the C.M.T.C. displayed 
by parents. Fully aware that en­ 
rollment in these camps incurs 
no present or future military ob­ 
ligation, but teaches enrollees 
valuable lessons in self-discipline, 
leadership, hygiene, orderliness, 
and citizenship, parents h a v e 
made it a point to enclose per­ 
sonal letters to enrollment offi­ 
cers endorsing the applications of 
their sons, and the aims of the 
camp. 
In order for those young men 
between the ages of 17 and 29 
who desire C.M.T.C. training this 
year to get it, applications should 
be sent in immediately to C. M. 
T. C. Enrollment Office, Presidio 
of Monterey, California.

Lemon Clover Roll* 
v2 cups flour, sifted

\ teaspoon baking soda

y} cup shortening 
Sift dry ingredients and work in 
shortening. Add: 
% cup milk, soured with 
3 tablespoons lemon juice 
Knead slightly. Form dough into 
small, walnut-sized balls. Place 3 
balls in each cup of a greased 
muffin tin. Sprinkle with sugar 
Bake in hot oven (450° F.) 20 
minutes. Makes 16-20 rolls. 
Pineapple Gem Kisses 
2 egg whites 
V% cup granulated sugar 
V4 teaspoon vanilla or almond 
extract 
1 dozen canned Hawaiian pine­ 
apple gems 
Slivered almonds or cbotjped 
walnuts 
Beat egg whites until stiff, add 
sugar gradually and continue beat­ 
ing.

California will return to the 
“dry" column temporarily on 
May 7, according* to William G. 
Bonelli, fourth district member of 
the State Board of Equalization, 
who reminds alcoholic beverage 
licensees and the general public 
throughout Southern California 
that the above date is the day of 
the presidential primary election. 
Section 59 of the Alcoholic Bev­ 
erage Control Act reads: “Every 
on- or off-sale licensee who sells, 
gives away or furnishes any al­ 
coholic beverage in any election 
district or precinct in any county 
in the state where an election is 
in progress, during the hours 
when by law the polls are re­ 
quired to be kept open for vot­ 
ing, shall be guilty of a mis­ 
demeanor.” 
Polls will be open on May 7 
from 6 a. m. until 7 p. m.. and 
between these hours no alcoholic 
beverages may be sold, 
given 
away or delivered, Bonelli points 
out.Violation of this law is punish­ 
able by a maximum fine of $500 
or a jail sentence of six months, 
or both fine and jail sentence, in 
addition to which licensees will 
be required to appear before the 
board to show cause why their 
license should not be revoked or 
suspended. 


When parents are confronted 
with facts and figures showing 
the amount of physical handicaps 
found in large surveys of chil­ 
dren, they have the natural in­ 
clination to regard these statis­ 
tics as applying to other children, 
not their own. Now that May 1st. 
National Child Health Day. is ap­ 
proaching, it is well for all of us 
to take stock and ask ourselves 
the following questions: 
Has my child been immunized 
against diphtheria and smallpox? 
Is he physically fit to enter 
school? Is he growing? Has be 
any defects, and if so how serious 
are they? Are his height a n d 
weight proper for a child of his 
age? Does he stand correctly or 
does he droop? Is his gait proper 
or does he limp? Has he good 
sound teeth? Has he flat feet? 
Does he eat the foods that will 
make him grow? Does he breathe 
through his nose? Are his eyes all 
right, and can he hear well? 
Is his skin clear? Is his throat in 
good condition; are his tonsils 
swollen or diseased? Is his back 
strong? 
Many more questions could be 
asked, but these are enough to 
give an idea of all the necessary 
points that should be cleared up 
in any check-up on a child's 
health. Naturally, only a complete 
examination by the family physi­ 
cian can give us this information, 
aided by the family dentist. 
Any community that is looking 
after the health and welfare of 
its children should see to it that 
no child is denied the necessary 
services that make for a sound 
mind and a healthy body. Toward 
this end, we should see to it that 
every child is given a proper 
start in life by furnishing the 
prospective mother with good 
prenatal care. 
After birth, the care of th e 
child should be continued under 
a physician’s guidance as well 
baby care. The old idea that 
the doctor was to be called when 
the baby took ill, has given way 
to the new idea that we should 
take the well baby to the doctor 
so that he may be kept well. At 
this time he will be immunized 
against smallpox and diphtheria, 
and against whooping cough if 
the occasion demands it. 
The child is periodically ex­ 
amined and checked throughout 
his runabout or pre-school years. 
Before he is ready to e n t e r 
school, he should be checked 
again, and any defects found cor­ 
rected. During his school years 
he is supervised for communica­ 
ble and other diseases. The com­ 
munity does its share by giving 
him a school environment that 
will make for better health and 
safety. 
At this time we would like to 
quote Herbert Hoover, a r e a l 
friend of the child. Mr. Hoover 
stated: "Our ideal is not only a 
child free from disease, it is also 
a child made free to develop to 
the utmost his capacity for phy­ 
sical, social and mental health. 
This means liberty to grow, the 
modern idea of education. Since 
conditioned environment is essen­ 
tially the basic feature of our best 
modern education programs, the 
conditioning of the child’s en­ 
vironment from babyhood to 
adolescence, with respect to food, 
clothing, housing, fresli air, baths, i 
exercise and rest, must be consid- ] 
ered his elementary rights. But 
the development of standards 
with respect to these things in 
relation to the child s health | 
should be by the best scientific 
and educational authorities.’ 
Let us all try to do what is 
right by the child!

1927 LICENSES 
CANCELLED JULY 1 
California motorists holding 
1927 drivers’ licenses are f a c i n g 
long hours waiting in line for 
new licenses unless there is an 
increase at once in the number 
of applicants, it was announced 
today by Joe Mattson, director 
of motor vehicles. 
Of the more than 400,000 1927 
licenses outstanding only 27,000 
have applied for new licenses in 
anticipation of the July 1st date 
for cancellation, Mattson said. 
“With only 48 working days 
left before July 1 and this many 
applicants to be examined it ap­ 
pears as if we will have l o n g 
waiting lines," he said. “The only 
alternative is for all holders of 
1927 licenses to apply as soon as 
possible at the nearest office of 
the Department of Motor Vehi­ 
cles op Highway Patrol. 
“There is no charge for the new 
type license and the examination 
given is not designed to work 
hardships on anyone. The law has 
been changed to provide for 
periodical renewal of all licenses 
and this is the first step to elim ­ 
inate all the 'good until revoked’ 
type and place all drivers on an 
equal basis. Holders of the 1927 
licenses have not been examined 
for 13 years and in many cases it 
is possible for the department to 
point out deficiencies which are 
helpful in making for safer driv­ 
ing.”

WILL PRESENT 


NEW RELIEF BILL 
A new relief bill returning 
administration of relief to the 
counties, designed to save the 
taxpayers SI.507,070 or more a 
month, will be presented to the 
slate legislature May 13 when 
that body reconvenes. Senator 
John Phillips ol Banning and 
Assemblywoman 
J e a n e t t e 
Daley, co-chairman of the in­ 
terim Joint Legislative Fact­ 
Finding committee, indicated 
this week. 
The bill will supersede the bill 
introduced in February at the 


special session, which was vetoed 
by Gov. Olson. It will be based 
on findings of the legislative com­ 
mittees that have 
investigated 
the State Relief Administration 
throughout California during the 
last two months. 
Restrictions placed on the SRA 
in February, which resulted in a 
case load decrease from 116,000 
to 85.000 without depriving any­ 
one entitled to relief will be re­ 
tained. the legislators indicated. 
The $38,000.000 relief appropria­ 
tion for the remaining 13 months 
of the biennium will be the fig­ 
ure in the new bill, the s a m e 
amount in the bill vetoed by Gov. 
Olson, it was reported. 
"The 
legislative 
committees 
have uncovered an unbelievable 
amount of ineflieeincy and waste 
in the SRA and the sensational 
reduction in case load is the di­ 
rect result," Senator Phillips 
said. "The constructive result 
will be that with only those en­ 
titled to relief getting the money, 
an average of $3.5*0.000 a month 
will carry the California relief 
load instead of the $5,000.000 de­ 
manded by Gov. Olson and SRA 
officials. We found that in every 
case overhead cost of administer­ 
ing relief was far less by counties 
than by SRA." 
The Joint Fact-Finding com­ 
mittee will hold its final sessions 
at Sacramento the week of May 
6, correlating all repot ts for 
presentations to the legislaturt 
May 13. The Yorty “Little Dies" 
committee will meet at Visalia 
May 1, where its members have 
been subpoenaed as defense wit­ 
nesses by B. Joseph Zukas, Tu­ 
lare county SCMWA president, 
facing trial on contempt charges 
for refusal to answer committee 
questions.

the coast of California, lives one 
of the few men in the world who 
has m anaged to get away from 
it all, to escape the mad civiliza­ 
tion of this turbulent globe. 
He is H erbert Lester, a ver­ 
itable potentate of the Pacific, 
who, w ith his fam ily, rules his 
own 
private kingdom 
on 
the 
island of San Miguel. No herm it 
or pioneer, he is a one-tim e New 
York clubm an whose father was 
a m em ber of the stock exchange. 
He first became soured on civ­ 
ilization during W orld W ar I. A

explosion 
th at 
came too close sent Lester to 
V eterans’ Hospital in W ashing­ 
ton for several years, w here he 
heard about San Miguel. 
He 
w ent there w ith his bride In 
1928.

TJTGH winds, rough seas and 
expanses of desert land had 
made San Miguel som ew hat in­ 
accessible, not desirous to live on. 
B ut on the grassy plains of the 
west end of the island, near 
where sea lions basked on the 
coast, H erbert L ester planted his 
twin fig trees, set his sheep to 
grazing and outfitted his home. 
The house the L esters lived In 
was built som e 40 years ago, but 
San M iguel history dates from 
1542, w hen the Portuguese ex ­ 


plorer C abrillo discovered the 
island and later died on it. More

it 
was th e scene of 
shooting for South Sea .sequences 
of "M utiny on the B ounty.” 
The two Lester children, M ary 
Ann, 8, and Elizabeth Edith, 5, 
w ere born on the m ainland, but 
have rarely revisited It. 
They 
are schooled by their m other and 
keep inform ed by listening to 
battery radios. First m ovie they 
saw, on a recent m ainland visit, 
w as “Snow W hite.”

C IN C E his boat cracked up on 
^ the rocks a few y ears ago, 
L ester’s chief m ethod of contact 
w ith 
the

has

through a private a irlin e service. 
This is run by a w ealthy sports­ 
m an friend of his w ho flies over 
m onthly w ith mail an d provi­ 
sions. 
Coast guard vessels on 
inspection to u r stop by quarterly 
w ith supplies. 
Wiry, nervous, dem onstrative, 
H erbert L ester loves people, but 
he loves n a tu re m ore. 
H e says 
he would ra th e r hear sheep bleat 
and chickens crow th a n listen to 
jitterbugs stom p and jazz blare. 
But the satisfied solitude of the 
Lesters m ay 
soon 
be 
broken 
because of w orld w orries about 
the w eather.
